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THE SAFETY OF HOMES 


Evidence given by Fire Chief Dutton 
and Fire Marshal Macgregor before the 
coroner’s jury on Thursday conveys a 
warning to houseowners and household- 
ers which needs no interpretation, and 
which could hardly be emphasized. Since 
private residences can only be inspected 
by the marshal on request from the own- 
ers, it is upon these and the occupants that 
the direct responsibility rests for keeping 
such premises in safe condition. 

But a permit has to be secured before 
a house can be built in the city, or ma- 
terially altered. Somebody, sometime, 
must have issued a permit under which the 
house in question was built, or was recon- 
structed, as it existed when the fire start- 
ed. Since the issuing of the permit seems 
to end the opportunities that any city of- 
ficial has to see that a private residence 
is safe to live in, the restrictions governing 
the issuance of a permit should make it 
impossible for an unsafe house to be 
built.

REBUILD THE SCHOOL SYSTEM? 


Hon. Perren Baker has announced that 
at the coming session of the legislature he 
will propose that the school system of Al- 
berta be reconstructed, from the ground 
up. The change intended is radical, to the 
point of being revolutionary. No such 
Sweeping readjustment has ever been 
made in the scl.col system of Alberta; per- 
haps not in that of any other province. The 
machinery and the methods of administra- 
tion, at least of rural schools, are to be 
completely overhauled; the powers of the 
local school board reduced very materi- 
ally; the levying of school taxes and the 
hiring of teachers being taken out of 
local control. 

The central idea of the change seems 
to be to group rural schools together in 
large districts and to place them under 
conditions somewhat resembling those of 
city schools. There are to be superin- 
tendents whose business will be to travel 
about the districts and supervise the 
school operations, while all teachers for a 
district will be hired and placed by its 
central board. As these alterations are 
to apply exclusively to the rural! schools 
the proposal will engage 
tention in country than in town. Con- 
sidering the importance of the matter the 
Minister has done well to announce the 
plan well in advance of the session, thus 
allowing members, school boards, and the 
public an opportunity to examine it and 
to register their impressions beforehand.

were built first. The excavation of these tunnels 
went forward in much the same fashion as those 
ina mine. First were built piece by piece, as the 
earth was removed, what are known as “pilot” 

miniature, circular in shape an¢ 
ther in sections. 

When the pilot bole had been completed the 
work of building the final tunnel began, the same

The segments of the final tunnei, 
are of cast iron and when in place are reinforced 
on the inside with several inches of cement in 
addition the walls are drilled at reZular tntervais 
and when the tunnel is finally completed. liquid 
ement is pumped through them to fill up anv 
paces which may remain between the outer 
walls of the tunnel and the surrounding earth. 
The much larger tunnels, through which the

To-day, in their unfinished state the 
es to these larger tunnels seem to be the 
capacious maw of some all-devouring monster 
intent on demolishing everything that may 
happen to come its way. 

Already the eleven escalators which will 
operate in this magnificent new station are in 
place and the marble and woodwork fs being set 
in position. The tunnels leading to the under- 
ground loading platforms have al) been run and 
the machinery by which the great system of mov- 
ing stairways will be operated is tn place and 
being tested. Every day sees the completion of 
essential details and although the little derrick. 
hidden beiind its hoarding continues to perform 
its prosaic task, the journeys of its bucket up 
and down the mine shaft are becoming gradually 
less. 

A few more weeke will see the removal of the 
tiny derrick and the hoarding which surrounds 
it. The mine shaft, the hub of the undertaking, 
will become a spiral staircase for old ladies who 
prefer to climb a winding stair rather than risk 
their necks on an escalator. Even the scar on 
the face of Piccadilly Circus will be covered up 
with a useful “traffic island” and the delightful 
statue of Eros with his bow, dear to the heart cf 
every Londoner, will be in its former place with 
the tide of London traffic flowing around it.

Settler Helps to 
Remove Animosity 


REJUDICE exists in the mindé of particular 

people in the west against the foreign 
settler. 

It would be as idle to deny this as it would bi 

to deny the existence of prejudice in Toronto 

against “rench-Canadians, the Pope, Mackenzi 


the Native Sons of Canada and the bi 
interests of St. James St.; and im Quebec against 
Toronto, lory party, the Orange order, Mr 
Bennett and public ownership. 
But there 1s po more seriousness, from a 


national point of view, to one set of prejudices 
thau another, not even when they are given voice 
by the unusually intolerant tongue of a Bishop 
Lioyd. They are simply sectional curiosities of 
emotional thinking. 

They are based largely on ignorance of the 
other fellow and on fear, not of his known faults 
and weaknesses, but of his suspected excellences 
and strengths

It is a safe bet that mot one out of every hun 
dred such citizens has ever seen, to his kzowl 
edge in his life, a central Huropean. He would 
not know a Hungarian, a Czechosiovak or one 
of the varieties of Ukrainian if be met him ou 
the street or even talked to him any more than 
he could distingulsh between a Parsee and 4 
Brahmin. 

If be knows little about the individual appear 
ances of central Europeans, it is safe to say he 


knows less about their varying customs, habits 
and capacities 
This thought was driven home in the west 


where expregsions of animosity were much more 
frequently heard !n the cities than in the country 
—although fairness, friendship and even affec 
tion for these outlanders were found in surpris- 
ing measure in the cities, too. 

But among English-speaking farmers, Cana 
dian-born and British-born, who had first-hand 
or neighborly acquaintance with the Buropean 
fetiler, northern or central, there was a most 
distinct note of practical respect and intelligen: 
liking which was not shaken or swayed by shit- 


boleths born of unreasonable suspicion, ignor- 
ant superiority, self-protective fear or self 
seeking politics,
